THE EXPLOSION A MYSTERY 


Car With Explosive Had Not 


Been Moved for 15 Minutes 


Previous to Accident, 


A lot of dynamite in a Pennsylva- 


nia car exploded 
in ,the yards at 


Crestline at 8 o'clock Sunday nig-h-t, 
causing- the greatest loss to rolling 
stock nnd track ever sustained by tho 
company. Two hundred nnd twenty- 
five cars, 125 of them loaded, were 
wwrecked, nnd sixty of the cars -were 
consumed by fire. A hole at places 
fifteenNfcet deep and fully 300 feet 
long was blown in the ground, and 
nil of the largo number of tracks at 
ifJiat point except one were destroyed 
for a, distance of 300 or 400 feet. The 
telegraph and telephone poles wero 
thrown down and wires broken, win- 
dows broken for miles around and 
in some cases other nnd more serious 
damage was dona 
to &urrounding 


property. 


Tho econo 'of the -wreck wits in tihe 


•west half of tha big yards, about a 
mile and a half west of the Crestline 
depot, -where nil of the trains deliv- 
ered to either the western or eastern 
divisions which need 
overhauling 


end making up anew are handled and 
made ready for the trip to -their des- 
tination, and there wero an unusual 
number of cars there a.t the timo of 
the explosion 
Sunday evening and 


nearly all of thorn -worn destroyed. So 
for as can be learned there were no 
fatalities and only two men wore in- 
jured and they not seriously. 


Those yards are under the control 


of the eastern division, but as soon 
as news of the disaster reached the 
officials of the -western division 
a 


train carrying a lot of rails and ties 
nnd a number of men was hastily 
started for Crestline. It got only «« 
far ns Monroovillc, however, when 
it was recalled, tho eastern division 
officials deciding that such assistance 
was not needed. All of the section 
men nnd many others from other de- 
partments at Crest)ino and vicinity 
wcro hurried to the scene 
of tha 


•wreck and the only remaining track 
wns speedily cleared of wreckage and 
opened to pn.5scrt.ffcy trftfflc. It wrta 
not necessary to detour any of Uio 
passenger trains, 
though all woro

through that part of the yards, nnd 
but Httlo freight passed that point 
last night or today. 


The cause of tho 
explosion is a 


mystery which will never bo cleared 
up. The car containing the explosive 
had not been moved for fifteen or 
twenty minutes previous; iielmar 
had any of the cars upon that track 
been moved for some time.

difficulties as the outcome of which 
his hrfde of a few months had made 
an application for divorce, has, It Is 
believed, a slight chance for recovery. 
His condition, however. Is regarded as 
extremely critical. 


Lying upon a cot at St. Jospeh hos- 


pital suffering Intensely from the pain 
caused by the bullet in its path, the 
young mail pleads at frequent intervals 
for his wife to come to see him. He 
professes the deepest love for her, but 
up to this afternoon 
Mrs. Wortman 


had not visited the hospital. Her ap- 
plication for divorce was filed nearly 
a week ago. At the hospital this aft- 
ernoon it is stated that the patient is 
resting somewhat easier than during 
the earlier hours of the day. 


Dr. R, B. McKeeman, who was sum- 


moned to attend the injured man Im- 
mediately after Wortman's sister had 
heard the shot and rushed into the bed- 
room Thursday afternoon to find her 
brother standing in the middle of the 
floor, tho smoking revolver still In his 
hand, says Iho outcome of the wound 
may not bo known for several days 
yet. 
Ho Is inclined to the 
opfnibn, 


however, that unless unexpected com- 
plications develop, Wortman may re- 
cover. There Is always the possibility 
In svjch cases that unforeseen condi- 
tions may arise several days after tho 
infliction of the injury and fatal con- 
seiiuencea ensue. 


Tho bullet was fired from a 38-call- 


bor revolver, but ft was extracted with 
very Httlo dlfilculty, having passed en- 
tirely through the body. Tho hall en- 
torerl tlio loft slrle about two Inches 
below the apex of the heart and per- 
haps an Inch to the left of that organ, 
pausing, It IB bollcvod, through 
the 


lower edge of the left lung and out 
between tho ribs at the hack, lodging 
just benoath tho skin, where It was 
easily removed. 


Wortman, It Is said, has had no per- 


manent employment recently, and It Is 
evident that he hod contemplated Bolf- 
destructton for several days. There 
la a rumor to tho effect that Home days 
ago while at work In a gravel pit west 
of hie homo, Wortman endeavored to 
trade a pnir of trousers to another 
workman for a revolver, but was un- 
able to make Iho deal.

(2 Sara., 15:13-17, 29.) David might 


have attempted to d«Iond Jerusalem 
against Absalom, but was unprepared, 
and unBUcccBBful resistance would have 
meant the Backing of tho city and the 
horrors that invariably accompany a 
sack. Notice throughout tho account 
that David was thoughtful for others. 
No part o£ tho history throws more light 
en his real character than docs this story 
of hlfi (light, and at no time was his heart 
more kingly and his spirit more admir- 
able than In this time of hie extremity. 
Note (1) his thought for Jerusalem 
(15:14); (2) M« generous treatment ol 
Ittal, captain of a detachment of hie fa- 
mous foreign bodyguard (15:16-22); (3) 
tho eending f,icte of tho ark (15:26,20); 
contrasting David's reasonable vic-w 
of tho situation with tho suporstltloue 
Ideas of former generations; 
(4) the 


Icing's treatment of Shlmcl (lG:!)-13j 
19:16-23). Though David WRB notf an 
elderly man, and liad of late retired 
moro and more from active public Hfc, 
his old energy and diplomatic Bklll re- 
turned to him at this time. He himself 
planned every detail ol the campaign. 


(Oh. 18:1-23.) Before the doclalva bat- 


tle was fought Absalom reigned three 
monllm nt .Torufialem. David had forti- 
fied himself n.t Mahanalm, across the 
Jordan from Jerusalem. 
During this 


time both were malting preparations for 
the struggle, but the delay strengthened 
David far more than It did Absalom. 
The account of tlie Imttlc is clear. While 
the army of tho usurper waft probably 
tho larger, It lacked discipline. With 
David wore the famous generals Joab, 
Ablshal and Illal. with the no less fa- 
mouB "Old Guard" of 600 mighty men. 


(Vs. 24-27.) One thing Is very clear- 


It Was the loving father nnd not the out- 
raged king that was supremo In David as 
he sat by the gate that day breathlessly 
waiting for news of the battle. "If he he 
alone there Is tidings;" If he were flee- 
ing them would bo others with him. "A 
good man . . . good tidings." Ahl- 
maaz was David's friend, and his eager- 
ness to be the bearer of the news was 
considered a good sign by the Itlng. 


(Vs. 28-33.) "All la well." 
David 


Knew that could not be. forto his father- 
ly heart victory would bo almost as bit- 
ter as defeat. David's only reply to what 
was good news to others wan tho ques- 
tion: "Is It well with the young man 
Absalom?" "Went up to the chamber 
over the gate." To be alone. Comment 
upon the pathetic passage that follows 
would be superfluous. 
Our cherished 


Idea of David the Itlng Is of the serene 
psalmist, with harp In hand, praising 
God: 
What must David's Idea of hlmsell 


have been ns be bowed his head, alone In 
the chamber over the gate that day—the 
head whose gray hairs told the-tale ol 
the heart-breaking sorrows of these last 
years? What had bis life been? What 
kind of a father had he been? "What ex- 
ample had he set his sons? They had 
inherited his own- weaknesses and pas- 
sions without his virtues. What could 
he expect of the children of the harem? 
For It he bad neglected his kingly duties, 
and ho had been Indulgent and weak In 
the government of h(s children. There 
la no moro tremendous sermon on the 
inexorableness of God's law of cause and 
effect than, the simple story of the tragedy 
of David's life. Penitent and forgiven, 
and the friend of God though he was, 
he knew that he was reaping what he 
had sowed.

Clyde Lamb Cheats Party of 


Michigan Lynchers in 


Tragic Manner, . 


St. Joseph, Midi., Nov. 3.— A wife 


murder and an attempted murder of 
another woman, a man hunt lasting 
two days by scores of farmers bent 
upon lynching, and the suicide of tlw 
culprit under most dramatic circum- 
stance's, are events that aroused St. 
Joseph county to a high pitch of ex 
citement iii the last ' three days. 


The central figure in the tragedy 


was Clyde Lamb, 'who, pursued by a 
mob of indignant neighbors and by 
Sheriff AddiBon 
with bloodhounds 


since Saturday night, shot himself to 
death in a swamp near White Pigeon 
yesterday. A few minutes previous 
Lamb had tried to take the lives of 
the avengers, and a number of shots 
were exchanged by the pursuers and 
their quarry. 
Realizing that his es- 


cape was impossible from the swamp, 
which was surrounded by the officers, 
Lamb turned the, weapon upon him- 
self and blew out his. brains. 


Late Saturday night Lamb went to 


the house of his mother-in-law, liv- 
ing- near Three Rivers, and shot his 
wife to death as she lay ill in bed. 


• He then shot Mrs. S. A. Feather stone, 
his "mother-lii-law, who attempted to 
save" the life of her daughter.

Rgainst the Fort Wayne Gas company 
for personal injuries sustained in tha 
explosion at ihe Eckart Packing com. 
pany'a plant on the morning of Jan. 
39 of this year. 


The caso went/to the jury on Satur- 


day at noon after having been oil 
trial for twenty-five days and for the 
reason that four of the members en- 
tertain scruples against performing 
.work on Sunday the consideration of 
tihe evidence in the case was discon- 
tinued from midnight Saturday to 
midnight Sunday. 


On the first ballot eleven of the 


jurors were in favor of giving Fry a 
verdict and the other held out for a 
finding for the gas company until 9 
o'clock Saturday night, when he came 
to an agreement with the others. 
COMPROMISED ON THE AWARD. 


Immediately afterward the amount 


of the' "award was taken up and on 
the first "ballot there was a difference 
of o 
nn varying from $600 to $5,- 


000 and the amount finally agreed 
upon was a compromise. The case 
was tried before a struck jury and the 
jury fees will amount to more than 
£500. .

Submitted to the jury and tho most 
important was that relating to tho 
ownership of tho gas pipe that ex- 
tended from tho street line into the 
packing1 house.' It was decided upon 
rtfcis point that while it was to all In- 
tents aid -purposes the property of 
tho packing company, •' the gas com- 
pany had by making alterations and 
repairs assumed control and was re- 
Bponsibla for any damage that might
